Even at this late day farmers are 


atl] to be found, here and there, 
who ridicule the idea that college 
courses in agriculture, or higher 


education in general, can benefit the 
farming industry. They deery the 
investigation of scientific methods 
and the application of these to farne 
ing questions and problems, But, 
apart altogether from the fact that 
higher education opens the door to 
intellectual enjoyments invaluable 
to individual man and 
woman, it is worth while examining 
the situation from the lower stand- 
point of dollars and cents, Presi 
dent Glenn Frank, of the Universi- 
ty of Wisconsin, who has been in 
vestigating the matter, asks whether 
{t pays the boy who wants to be a 
farmer to go to school, and presents 
various facts he has unearthed that 
arrest attention. Ile 
no less than twelve agricultura 
states in the Republic have made sur- 
veys for the purpose of tracing just 
what effect common school, high 
school and college training has upon 
the earning capacity of the farmer, 
In Texas it was discovered that an 
Uneducated farmer might earn $20,- 
000 in forty years, while a farmer who 
spent twelve of the forty years in 
schoo! might earn $10,000 in the same 
period. That is to say, the farmer 
who spent twelve years in school will 
earn $20,000 more in forty in years
